WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—The In- 
stitute of American Meat 1 * 
announced today that it had in et- 


fect served notice upon the railroads 
that attempts to increase charges 
and rates to an unreasonable and 
unjustifiable extent will be met with

With a score of other shippers, 
the announcement said, the packers 
today protested to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission against new 
demurrage rates filed by the car- 
riers, effective December 1, and 
asked a hearing. 

“These are the same tariffs the 
railroads recently sought to impose 
on less than the regular statutory 
notice of thirty days,” the statement 
sald, adding that the commission 
had denied the plea. The proposal! 
of the roads as now resubmitted, it 
added, was to increase demurrage 
charge by a dollar a day for the first 
seven days and by $6 a day for ev- 
efy day thereafter. 

“Alleged detention figures quoted 
by the carriers” the statement con- 
tinued, “were based on anticipated 
statistics and did not disclose true 
facts,” adding: 

“Subnormal and crippled yard 
service throughout the country, to- 
gether with bunched deliveries, ac- 
count for much of the detention 
actuelly chargeable to the carriers, 
but for which the shippers of the 
country would be penalized under 


the proposed increases.“

disposition to oppose protection of 
Van Nuys and San Fernando from 
floods—even to the surrender of our 
homes, should the latter be shown 


necessary. j 
“This, however, has not been 
shown. The inspiration of a $2,500.- 
00 dam at the narrows of the 
eanyon is more in the nature of a. 
monument to an engineer than a 
necessity or justified expense—indeed 
the County Engineer is on record as 
having enthusiastically indorsed an- 
other expedient Which would make 
the distruction of this canyon and 
the property therein unnecessary. In 
his 1915 report to the Supervisors on 
floor control, page 285, he states: 
The writer approves the plans now 
offered for the protection of this sec- 
tion (San Fernando) from floods; 
the diversion of the Pacoima wash 
from its deboucher eastward along 
the upper edge of the valley to the 
west channel of the Tujunga, re- 
moves flood menace from the towns 
of San Fernando and Van Nuys, and 
the beautiful courtry surrounding 
them.

tor State. purposes. Under California's pe- 
cullar tax system certain properties are set 


aside for taxation for State purposes only. | 


These include the public utility. companies, 
banks, insurance companies, etc. Under the 
terms of proposition No. 12 the State would 
pay nothing for the support of the univer- 
sity and an ad valorem ‘tax of one and two 
tenths milis on the dollar would be assessed 


on all city and county property. The State 


would be $2,500,000 ahead—for that sum is 
now paid annually from the State tax. fund 
to support the university—and the owners 
of city and county property would be taxed 
an additional $4,000,000. 

Trying to defend this discrimination in 
favor of the forty fat commissions and 
against the property owners Mr. M. E. 
Deutch, the correspondent referred to, ad- 
vanced the following unique argument: 

To be sure an ad valorem tax may 
not be levied direct on operative prop- 
erties of the public utilities. But Carl 
C. Plehn, the tax expert who had so — 
much to do with the establishment of 
the present system of taxation, has 
pointed out very clearly these facts: 

(1.) The tax imposed upon corpora- 
tions must be so adjusted that it is 
equivalent and proportionately equal to 
the tax paid upon real estate and per- 
sonal property. 

(2.) A revision of the percentage to 
be paid by public service corporations 
will be made at the next session of the 


ture. 
(3.) Accordingly, if amendment No. 

12 is adopted, the Legislature will be 
under obligation to so fix the tax on 
corporations as to equal the tax paid 
by the individual taxpayer, including 
the ad valorem tax for the support of 
the university. 

Do you grasp that, Mr. Taxpayer? Amend- 
ment No. 12 would put an additional bur- 
den of $4,000,000 on the individual taxpay- 
er; and, to equalize that, the Legislature 
would put an additional burden of $4,000,000 
on the present payers of State tax. But 


what would that extra $4,900,000 be levied » 


for? The per capita cost of State govern- 
ment in California is now the highest in 
the United States. According to the propo- 
nents of this university amendment them- 
selves it would lead to the levy of an ad- 
ditional tax of $8,000,000 annually.

Likewise, it was pointed out that the 
geographical position of Italy is such as to 
render it an easy matter for other nations 
to attack the revolutionists if such a course 
should be thought necessary. 

The result is one of the most peculiar 
situations known in modern times. The 
government of one of the foremost nations 
is refusing to raise its hand to prevent the 
confiscation of private property. and, appar- 
ently, the only thing that prevents an open 
revolution is the belief among the unionists 
that it would be poor strategy internation- 
ally. 

Whether fealousies within the unlons or 
the inability of the workers to successfully 
operate properties already nearly bank 
rupt or a sudden flare-up of patriotism will 
save the government and Italy is yet to be 
seen.
